ABOUT THE COVER 

Seward’s Mill also known as Tasker’s Mill 

The 19 % x 11 % foot mural had been used as curtain for the Town 
Hall stage. The rolling up and down had taken its toll on the muslin 
mural, so in 1983 it was restored by Mary Jane Cross, and now is used 
as the backdrop for our stage. Mary Jane was hired by the Historic 
Society on the occasion of Alice Tasker’s 100th birthday. Alice’s hus- 
band and her father had been owners of the mill. It was 61 years old 
at the time of restoration. The mural was originally painted by Adolf 
and Ed Letendre of Pittsfield for Mrs. Foss, the wife of one of the 
mill owners. The paint used was called casein paint or “buttermilk 
paint,” and in 1983, was very hard to find. Unfortunately, the mill was 
washed away in the flood of 1936. The mill was located at the corner 
of Maple Street and South Barnstead Road, abutting the river.

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Selectmen’s Report 
Dear Barnstead Residents; 


During the past year the Board suffered the loss of member, Phil Grillo. His 
humor and concern for the issues are missed and will be remembered. 


For the first time in recent years the Town did not experience a weather- 
related disaster of floods, ice storms or tornados. This has enabled our De- 
partments, particularly the Highway, to resume normal activities. The disas- 
ter problems of 2006, 2007 and 2008 did however have a positive effect on 
our town government, in that they showed us our strengths of preparation, 
expertise and experience; all of which has left us better able to handle disas- 
ters. We also profited from learning what additional equipment and materi- 
als we need for future contingencies. 


A significant effort of the Board in 2009 was to complete planning for our 
transition to a fully municipal fire department. With the passage of warrant 
article #4, the town will own the two fire stations, as well as all the firefight- 
ing equipment. The balance of the mortgages on Parade Station, owed by 
the current owner, Barnstead Fire Rescue Inc. (BFRI) is $104,172.00; with 
the Board proposing to raise $40,000 through taxes and $64,172 from sur- 
plus created by the FEMA disaster funds. This would be an approximate tax 
impact of less than .08 cents. The $40,000 being raised is a one-time cost to 
the Town as compared to the $15,358 mortgage payment that the town pays 
to BRFI each year as part of the fire budget. 


In 2009, the Board continued meeting with official and leaders of other 
communities in Belknap, Merrimack and Strafford Counties. There is a 
concern that the increasing costs of individually providing many municipal 
services is not sustainable and, to that end, the sharing or regionalization 
of some municipal activities may be desirable. For example: could two or 
more towns all save money if they ordered identical vehicles from the same 
manufacturer? Would the joint procurement of parts and supplies result in 
lower unit cost to the Town? Warrant article #23 asks for your support to 
continue these efforts. 


The year past reaffirmed the conviction of the Board that Barnstead needs 
a fulltime Town Administrator. Few towns of our size function without an 
employee to provide daily assistance to the Departments, resolve issues 
with townspeople and lend professional expertise in dealing with other gov- 
ernmental entities. A comparable situation to what Barnstead has would be 
that of a corporation with a board of directors, but no chief executive officer 
(CEO). CEO’s are hired by a board to efficiently manage the daily business 
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Selectmen’s Report 


of the corporation. The Selectmen will study the fulltime administrator’s 
position for presentation to the Town next year. 


Another concern for the future is the adequacy of the Town Hall for con- 
tinued office use. Excellent work was done by a space needs committee in 
2007 & 2008, but their proposals were not supported by the town meetings. 
The need for a replacement Town Hall persists and any positive suggestions 
to the Board would be appreciated. 


An issue that has defied resolution in Barnstead has been the presence of 
unregistered motor vehicles on many private properties. The law provides 
remedies for the removal of such vehicles but they have not been strictly en- 
forced due to the pervasiveness of the situation. If you would like to express 
your opinion on this matter, please forward it in writing to the Board so that 
future action on this issue reflects community sentiment. 


The Town was recently advised by the Department of Revenue Adminis- 
tration (DRA) that our assessment-to-sales ratio for property and buildings 
that have sold is at 108.2%. This means that overall, sales between October 
2008 and September 2009 were below their assessed value and therefore, 
the town is required to adjust all property and building values in 2010. Since 
the DRA goal is to have assessments at or near 100%, our assessments will 
be lowered, but this will result in a corresponding increase in the tax rate to 
maintain the current revenue level. 


In preparing the 2010 budget, your Board of Selectmen has been successful 
in maintaining a nearly level-funded budget except for those areas that are 
beyond our control, such as health, dental, workers comp, retirement, elec- 
trical, and postage. In an attempt to balance necessary town services with- 
out increasing taxes, and retaining all our employees when other towns are 
downsizing or laying off, we have decided to keep the same level of benefits 
that we offer, but will forego employee raises for this year.

The Barnstead Board of Selectmen 
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Assessor’s Report 


After completing a sales ratio study the Town decided it was NOT 
necessary to update all property values for the 2009 tax year. Al- 
though the market has gone thru a lot of changes over the past year 
Barnstead’s assessments remain equitable among the different prop- 
erty types. Therefore the 2009 assessments remain the same as 2008 
unless a property had improvements or an error was corrected. The 
Town will continue to analyze assessment to sale prices annually to 
determine the need for a valuation update. 


In keeping with the States requirements that towns review their prop- 
erty record data once every five years the Town has contracted the 
firm of Brett S. Purvis & Associates to perform a review of 20% of 
the Town on an annual basis. In 2009 town tax maps | thru 8 were re- 
viewed for accuracy. All property owners should check their property 
record cards annually for data accuracy. 


Any taxpayer that feels their property’s equalized assessment does 
not reflect the market value of the property may file an abatement by 
March 1, 2010. When filling your abatement application only valid 
arms length transaction may be used as comparables. Foreclosure, 
bank sales and family sales are not considered valid sales. The abate- 
ment applications are available in the Selectmen’s office or online at 
www.nh.gov/btla 


The deadline for filing all exemptions and tax credit applications is 
April 15 for the tax year applied for. These include elderly and blind 
exemptions as well as veteran’s tax credits. If you feel you qualify for 
any of these as of April 1, 2010 stop by the Selectmen’s office to fili 
out an application. 


For 2010 the Town of Barnstead has contracted with the firm of R.B. 
Wood & Associates for its assessing needs. A representative of the 
firm is available on Wednesdays for any taxpayer questions. 

Since it has been five years since the last update of assessments the 
Town will be performing an update of assessments, these new assess- 


ments will be reflected on the 2010 December tax bill.

In planning and performing our audit of the financial statements of Town of 
Barnstead as of and for the year ended December 31, 2009, in accordance 
with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, 
we considered the Town’s internal control over financial reporting (internal 
control) as a basis for designing our auditing procedures for the purpose of 
expressing opinions on the financial statements, but not for the purpose of 
expressing an opinion on the effectiveness of the Town’s internal control.

Story hour continues 
to be held each Wednesday morning at 10:00 a.m. (unless School is 
not open) and always has a reader, usually a craft and followed by a 
snack. There are lots of preschoolers who enjoy this program so if 
you haven't attended yet, give it a try. Book Discussion is held at 
7:00 p.m. the first Wednesday of each month and has become a very 
strong and active group. Please call the library at any time to find out 
what they are reading, or just drop by. 


Another art show was held in the Fall with many children participat- 
ing who brightened up the library with their beautiful drawings and 
paintings. 


The summer reading program was a HUGE success this year, directed 
by Cindi Banfill. The program had 105 children who completed all 
the requirements and helped to decorate the library with their weekly 
recording of books and filling of a giant hot air balloon with over 
1,000 air bubbles.

The current downturn in the economy has become very apparent in 
the Planning Department in the past year.

The only cluster housing subdivision presented and approved never 
came to fruition. 


In June of 2002, the Planning Board enacted interim measures to con- 
trol the growth of the Town of Barnstead. In 2001, the number of 
building permits for new homes jumped from a ten-year average of 9 
per year to a total of 137 in one year. Alarmed by this increase, and 
with the number of building permits for new homes at 87 by the be- 
ginning of June 2002, the Board posted a notice to adopt a temporary 
growth limitation ordinance. This stopped the issuance of building - 
permits until a the special election could be held. The voters over- 
whelmingly supported the limited growth ordinance at the special 
election in June 2002. With the adoption of the Interim Growth Ordi- 
nance, the Planning Board was addressing the issues of overcrowding 
in the elementary school, lack of high school placement opportunities 
for our elementary school graduates, and the strain on municipal ser- 
vices in town, which were created by the unprecedented growth. 


To continue these growth control measures, the Board placed a per- 
manent Growth Control Ordinance on the ballot for the 2003 Town 
Meeting. This ordinance passed by an overwhelming margin, and has 
withstood a test in Superior Court. This ordinance allowed the town 
to limit the number of building permits issued for new homes each 
year during the period 2003-2009. As a result, in 2007 only 34 new 
home permits were issued. This growth moratorium provided to up- 
date the infrastructure to support the increasing population. So far we 
have built a new high school with a neighboring town, but Barnstead 
still needs a new Town Hal, a Public Safety Complex, and extensive 
road improvements to serve future population growth that will come 
in ensuing years. Because more infrastructure improvements were 
still needed, more time was necessary to complete the improvements. 
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Barnstead Planning Board Annual Report 


The growth limitation ordinance was originally scheduled to expire 
on April 1, 2009. By popular vote on the 2009 ballot, the sunset date 
for the ordinance was extended by five years to April 1, 2014. 


In addition to causing a decrease in activity for the Planning Depart- 
ment, the current downturn in the economy has impacted new home 
construction and, therefore, population growth has slowed for the time 
being in Barnstead. In 2008, only 26 home permits were issued, and 
in 2009, only 8 new home permits were issued. By the provisions of 
the growth limitation ordinance, the number of new home permits not 
issued in any year will be added to the number of new home build- 
ing permits that will be available in subsequent years. Therefore, in 
2010, there will be 71 new home permits available. Once economic 
recovery begins in the Lake Region, these building permits for new 
homes will be requested and will be issued and an inevitable popu- 
lation growth in Barnstead will result. We as a town, must remain 
committed to continuing infrastructure improvements in anticipation 
of this population growth.

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


The Barnstead Conservation Commission would like to take this 
opportunity to thank the community for their support and to inform 
everyone of the various projects and ongoing activities that were un- 
dertaken in 2009 on behalf of the Town. As in years past, the Com- 
mission focused on managing our existing conservation and recre- 
ation parcels as well as trying to develop interest in new easements 
across the community. This year we were pleased to be supported by 
anew group of volunteers from town who helped clear trails, main- 
tain access to the beach and provide general site cleanup at several 
properties. We thoroughly enjoyed and appreciated the assistance of 
these folks and look forward to adding more volunteers this spring. 
Many thanks to all who helped out! 


First things first .....we are finally able to report that the Parade Road 
boat ramp on the Suncook River was completed last fall with the ad- 
dition of pavement to tie into the previously constructed concrete pad 
at the shoreline. The new pavement was designed to replace the pre- 
vious paved portions of the site as well as address general grading is- 
sues which affected the overall drainage across the site and ultimately 
lead to the failure of the ramp during the Mothers Day flood. The fi- 
nal product improves drainage, parking, access and overall recreation 
opportunities along this portion of the river. Many thanks to Chris 
Carazzo and the Barnstead Highway Department for their assistance. 
on this project which could not have occurred without their help. 


Other projects 

Enhancement and maintenance projects this year included work on 
the conservation area at the Stevens property behind the police sta- 
tion. Projects included trail clearing and marking, rubbish removal 
and rebuilding the property sign at the Route 126 entrance adjacent to 
the Police Station. Overdue sign maintenance was a recurring topic 
at other properties as well including the Harrison property sign on 
Gilmanton Road plus the Grau property sign on Clapp Road. 


As usual, the Harrison property on Gilmanton Road continues to take 
up a large portion of our available time with brush-cutting, painting, 
and maintenance on the cabin. We continue to try and develop ad- 
ditional trails from the cabin area to the waterfront on Upper Suncook 
Lake. We look forward to reporting the successful completion of this 
project and others in 2010.

Other Land Protection Projects 

Several different land protection projects are in various stages of dis- 
cussion across the town. We are currently working on projects in the 
area around the Harrison property, as well as the area near the Grau 
property off Holmes Road. We are always looking for other conser- 
vation easements especially parcels adjacent to existing conservation 
lands and we would be glad to discuss options for land protection on 
your parcels, please contact the Commission Chair, Jim Fougere with 
any questions. 


Volunteer Help 

As reported above, we did have success with developing a list of vol- 
unteers working on trails and specific projects. We are hoping to add 
to the list of names and email addresses of folks in town who would 
be willing to work on specific projects. Based on our experience last 
year, we typically worked for 2-3 hours at a time on three or four Sat- 
urday mornings so it isn’t a major commitment of time. Please look 
for the sign-up sheet at the Town meeting. We look forward to your 
contribution to this effort. 


2010 Projects 

For all those who use the boat ramp behind the Police Station, we are 
currently in the process of submitting a wetland permit application 
to repair the erosion damage from last fall. Hopefully we can obtain 
permission to do the repairs and address the drainage issues that cre- 
ated the problem in early spring before the boating season is in full 
swing. 


Also, as always we are looking for one or two members to join the 
Commission. Anyone interested is welcome at our regular meetings 
on the first Wednesday of the month at 7:30 at the Town Hall. Please 
feel free to contact Jim Fougere with any questions or concerns.

Report of Town Forest Fire Warden 
and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of 
New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands work collaboratively 
to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. 
To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden 
or Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before doing 
ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit 
is required for all outside burning unless the ground is completely 
covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environ- 
mental Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. 
Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 
1-800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe 
open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to pro- 
tect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information please 
contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online 
at www.nhdfl.org. 


Spring fire season was unusually short this past year, with wet weath- 
er beginning the third week in April and lasting virtually all summer 
long. Consequently both the number of fires and the number of acres 
burned were below the last five year average. Due to state budget 
constraints, the staffing of our statewide system of 16 fire lookout 
towers was limited to class III or higher fire danger days. Despite 
the reduction in the number of days staffed, our fire lookout towers 
are credited with keeping most fires small and saving several struc- 
tures this season due to their quick and accurate spotting capabili- 
ties. The towers fire spotting capability was supplemented this year 
by contracted aircraft and the Civil Air Patrol when fire danger was 
especially high. Surprisingly the largest single fire this year occurred 
in late November during an unusual dry spell, in the northern Coos 
County town of Clarksville. This fire burned 17.1 acres and is pre- 
sumed to have been caused by a careless hunter. Many homes in New 
Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the 
area where homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several 
of the fires during the 2009 season threatened structures, a constant 
reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners 
should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to 
their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear 
of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space 
around your home free of flammable materials. Additional informa- 
tion and homeowner recommendations are available at www.fire- 
wise.org.

A Message from the District Committee 


2009 was a challenging year at BCEP. Prices received for recyclables 
dropped to near zero in the beginning of the year and only started to 
recover in the second half. In January we lost our Operations Manag- 
er of 17 years, and in February we lost our Treasurer of 12 years. The 
Committee was able to hire two excellent replacements; John Keane 
as Operations Manager and Lisa Stevens as Treasurer. The Commit- 
tee and Staff will miss those who have moved on, and thank Ed Lang 
and Jim Plumb for their many years of service to the four Towns. 


The good news is the Committee has avoided increasing taxes for the 
11th consecutive year, 2010. While each town’s share has changed 
slightly due to population changes, the total taxes collected by the 
District haven't increased since 1999. Prices for recyclables appear 
to have stabilized, and the prospects for a successful year in 2010 
look good. 


Staff at BCEP, in their quest to find new revenue streams other than 
taxes, created a new program in 2009. BCEP accepts recyclables 
from other towns, consolidates them, and reships them as full loads. 
This program provides higher revenue for the other towns, and BCEP 
receives fees for the service. In 2009 we worked with some 30 oth- 
er towns throughout the state, with a revenue increase to BCEP of 
$18,344.63. The Committee expects this new revenue number will 
grow in the coming years and help to hold the line on taxes.

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Report of the Health Officer 


Many may wonder just exactly what a town health officer is. After all, 
it is not an official that is found on a town ballot, or occupies an of- 
fice at town hall or keeps regular hours. A health officer is appointed 
by the Commissioner of the Department of Health and Human Services 
based on a recommendation by the board of selectmen. In a community 
like Barnstead, the board of selectmen and the health officer constitute 
the local board of health. Under state statutes the town health officer 
has authority to promulgate regulations for the prevention and removal 
of nuisances, and other regulations deemed necessary to protect public 
health and safety. The health officer is accorded broad authority to en- 
force those public health laws and rules. 


While health officers’ roles and responsibilities are extensive; in small 
communities like Barnstead, duties tend toward permitting of facilities 
and enforcement of environmental regulations. In general, those duties 
may include: 


¢« Assisting the Division of Public Health Services, as requested 
during disease outbreaks; 

e Participate in the development of local emergency response 
plans prepared by the local emergency management director; 

¢« Conduct sanitary investigations into complaints and nuisances 
that may endanger public health such as noise, garbage, insects, 
unsanitary living conditions rodents, and drinking water; 

e From complaints, inspect septic systems to determine if the sys- 
tem has failed, and initiate enforcement actions to correct the 
failure: 

e Enforce minimum standards for rental housing; and 

e Inspections of foster home and childcare facilities as part of per- 
mit application process by the Department of Health and Human 
Services.

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Barnstead Historical Society 


The Barnstead Historical Society began its year with a planning meet- 
ing on April 23. Projects for the year were discussed and included: 
continuing to tape oral histories of long time residents, developing a 
map of historic sites of the Town, finding places suitable for trips to 
historic places in the area, programs for future meetings, planning for 
Old Home Day and maintaining the 1800’s jail. 


During the year, the Society received a number of artifacts, memo- 
rabilia and pictures of historic value. Some of the items that were 
donated included: an Army jacket and hat worn by Wilbur Crossett, 
Union Tel items owned by George Foss, a fire chief jacket owned by 
Jack Pinkham and copies of historic documents donated by Linda 
Kennedy. Although our space is limited, we welcome any items that 
might be of historic value about our town. Please do not let these 
artifacts be discarded. 


On June 25, at a pot luck gathering, Jeannie Terry gave an excellent 
presentation on Reverend Carr, a minister at the Barnstead Parade 
Congregational Church in the 1800’s. A portrait of Rev. Carr, along 
with that of Rev. Enos George, is displayed at the entrance of this 
church. Rev. Carr was highly respected in town and had a very large 
contingent of mourners attend his funeral. 


During the summer, planning was done for our display at Old Home 
Day. Pictures of fires that have occurred in town were assimilated, 
fire suits of various time periods were lent to us by the Globe Manu- 
facturing Company and various historic pictures were compiled. Un- 
fortunately, the storm and heavy rains on Old Home Day caused us 
to curtail our activities. However, members enjoyed a chance to visit 
and tell tall tales under our secure tent and later while having break- 
fast at the Parade Fire House. 


In July, some of the members found time between the rain storms to 
paint and maintain the old jail beside the Town Hall. Jim Fougere, 
Paul and Betsy Webber, Roberta and Ken Pitman and Roy Sargent 
put their work to good use and actually put more paint on the jail 
then on themselves. Roy Sargent observed that the ridge plates were 
in bad condition so he obtained new ridge flashing and with the help 
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Barnstead Historical Society 


of Brian Tedcastle and Jason Fifield put on the new material. Karen 
Gosse volunteered to refurbish the signs located on the jail. 


Stuart Merrill published a book History of the Barnstead Fire Depart- 
ments 1909-1995. Many pictures of the early volunteer departments, 
their members and activities are displayed in this excellent book. 
Twink presented the Society with a check for $200 from the sales of 
his book. Contact Twink if you are interested in purchasing a book. 


Prior to the October meeting, the Society traveled to Frisky Hill on 
Rte 107 in Gilmanton. There we enjoyed an exceptional tour with 
Doug Towle at his reconstruction of a 17th century garrison house, 
an 18thcentury barn, a one room schoolhouse and a stone water tower 
converted to an observation tower. This was followed by a potluck 
supper which included out-of-town guests, Amy and Linda Hoyt. 
Amy, a senior at the University of Notre Dame, with the assistance 
of Susan Fraser, spent several days researching Civil War era records 
related to Thomas and Elisabeth Huse of Barnstead. 


Officers elected for next year were Sandy Burt, President; Ken Pitman, 
Vice President; Betsy Webber, Secretary; Jeanne Eastman, Treasurer 
and Roger Nelson, Board Member. Susan Fraser was appointed Ar- 
chivist for the Society.

Barnstead Milfoil Control Committee 


After the 2008 treatments of the river and hand pulling by divers, 
the Barnstead Milfoil Committee felt that the program was making 
progress. Pockets of milfoil between Route 126 and the Parade Road 
dam in Barnstead did remain and were treated in the early summer of 
2009. These treatments were considered to be successful except for 
several pockets not included in the earlier treatment plan. A follow- 
up treatment was conducted in the late summer. 


A more hands-on approach was utilized at Suncook Lake. The lake 
association with their team of divers used the NH DES suction har- 
vester to initially supplement their normal effort of hand pulling 
weeds. This test was considered to be extremely successful. Dur- 
ing the summer, Suncook Lake Association decided to fabricate their 
own DASH (diver assisted suction harvester). This will become in- 
valuable for milfoil removal in the Suncook Lake system as well as 
the other water bodies in Barnstead. During the summer season div- 
ers did find a number of “new” locations where milfoil had quickly 
established itself. Since these sites were downstream of non-infested 
areas and were new to the plant location, their existence could not 
follow a normal infestation process. The current opinion of this find- 
ing is the milfoil seeds are sprouting in the heavily silted locations 
- years after the plants were considered to have been killed or were 
removed. 


Unfortunately, the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers was able to recreate 
this scenario in the lab with milfoil plants grown from silt removed 
from the Suncook River even though there was no root matter in the 
soil sample. Constant monitoring for re-growth will be necessary if 
seeds can lay dormant for a 2-3 year period to develop all areas of 
the river that previously had milfoil. Every year, the committee is 
learning more about this insidious weed and how to contain and po- 
tentially eradicate it. 


The current plan of the Barnstead Milfoil Committee is to set up a 
group of Weed Watchers to closely monitor the river and lakes, es- 
pecially locations where flowering milfoil has occurred in the past. 
Hopefully this effort will permit identification of milfoil colonies

which could then be dealt with through methods such as suction har- 
vesters or hand pulling and prevent most future retreatments. 


Some treatment of the Upper and Lower Suncook Lake is necessary 
during the summer of 2010 since the growth of the root system has 
become matted and beyond the capability for diver removal. Two 
local areas of the Suncook River 


need to be treated to prevent these areas from becoming established 
and seeding the entire river again.

For any facility requesting approval we conduct a public hearing to 
gather input from the community. The New Hampshire Health and 
Education Facilities Authority participate in the construction of bor- 
rowers’ facilities.

As our economy and world 
change, so does the work we are engaged in. The Lakes Region Planning 
Commission (LRPC) is an organization established according to state law to 
provide area communities and the region with the capacity to respond to and 
shape the pressures of change in a purposeful way. With a service area covering 
over 1,200 square miles in Belknap, Carroll, Grafton and Merrimack Counties, 
the LRPC provides a wide range of planning services to member municipalities. 
The Commission offers direct and support services including technical 
assistance, geographic information systems, transportation planning, land use, 
environmental planning, hazard planning and economic development. Local, 
state, and federal resources primarily fund the LRPC. We also maintain a 
regular dialogue with state agencies as a resource for the entire Lakes Region. 
Our overall goal is to provide support, knowledge, and leadership to the 
governments, businesses, and citizens of the Lakes Region. 


Some of the services provided on behalf of the Town of Barnstead and the 
region in the past fiscal year are noted below:

Received a Source Water Protection Grant contract from the New 
Hampshire Department of Environmental Services (NHDES) to work 
with the Green Mountain Conservation Group (GMCG) and several 
municipalities on behalf of ground water protection in the Ossipee 
aquifer. 
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Received a notice of award from the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration (NOAA) for additional Winnipesaukee 
watershed planning.
